H E people i in tymes paſt did 
praiſe and extol by Pictures and 
Epigrams the famous decdes 
ot all ſuch perſons, w hoſocuer in 
any verteous qualitie or liberal 
Science excelled; Sulpitius Gallus 
among the Romanes was highly 
renowmed for his ſinguler cun- 
ning in Aſtronomy , by whoſe 
meanes Lucius Paulus obteyned the victorie in his warres 
againſt Poi. Pericles alſo amon S the Athenians was had 
in great admiration and honour tor his profound know- 
ledge in Philoſophie, by whom the whole Citic of Athens 
was from care and woe deliuered, when they ſuppoſed 


their deſtruction to be nere at hand, by a blacke —_ 
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I TheEpiltle? 
of ſome admiration hanging ouer their Citie. How ho- 
norably was Appelle che Payntet eſteemed ot mightic 
King Alexander by whom onely hedeſired to he painted. 
But amongſt all other Arts and Sciences, whoſe praiſe in 
tymes paſt flouriſhed and ſhined molt brightly, Chirurge- 


rie among the wiſe reciaus lacked not his praiſe, honor 
and eſtimition. For did not that worthic: and tamaus 


Captaine of the Greekes Agumemnon loue dearly aud re- 
ward bouutifully both Podalerjus and Aachiion through 
whoſe cunnings skill in Surgerie, thouſands of worthie 
Greekes were ſaued aliue and healed), ho els had dyed 
and periſhed, And further here to ſpeake of Philonerer, of 


' eAttal:s,of Hiero, of Arc hel auc, and ot faba Kings of fa- 


mous memory,who purchaſed eternal praiſe by their ſtu- 
die and canning iu Phiſick and Surgerie But now in theſe 
our daies enuic ſo ruleth the roſte, that Pailicke ſhould be” 
condemned, and Surgery deſpiſed for euer but that ſome- 
time payne biddeth battaile, and care keepeth skitmiſh, 
in. ſuch bitter ſorte, that at the laſt his Alarum is ſounded 
out, Now come Phiſicke, and then helpe Surgerie. Then 
is rememdred the ſaying of yd: the ſaune of Sirach: which 
is notable, Honour the Phiſition and Chirurgion tor ne- 
celsitie, whom the almightie God hath created, becauſe 
from the higheſt commeth medicine , and they ſhall re- 
ceiue giſtes of the King : Wheretore we exhortethe wife 
man that he in no tyme of profperitie and health, neglect 
theſe noble Artes and Miſteries of Phiſicke and Chirurge- 
rie, becauſe no age, no perſon, no Countrey can long time 
lacke their helps and remedies. What ĩs it to haue landes 
and houſes, to abound in ſiluer and gold, to be deckt with 
Pearles and Diamondes, yea, and to poflefſe the whole 


v orld, to rule ouer Nations and Countries: and to lacke 


health, the chieſſt leu ell and greateſt treaſure of mans 
lite and delight. | 


Conſider then we beſeech your Worſhips,what praiſes

are due to ſuch noble Sciences, which onely worke the 
cauſes ot this aforeſayd health, and how much the weale- 
publike are bounde to all them, uhoſe cares and {tudies 
dayly tendeth to this ende. Amongſt whom here is to be 
remembred Maiſter Vicary Eſquire, Sergeant Chirurgion 
to Kings and Queenes of famous memories whole lear- 
ned worke of Anatomie is by vs the forenamed Surgions 
of Saint Bartholmewes in Smithfield, newly reuiued, cor- 
rected & publiſhed abroad to the commoditie of others, 
who bee ſtudients in Chirurgerie: not without our great 
ſtudies, paynes and charges. And although wee doe lacke 
the profound knowledge, and ſugred eloquence of the 
Latine and Grecke tongues , to decke and beautifie this 
work. yet we hope the ſtudious Reader ſhall therby reape 
ſinguler commoditie and fruit, by reading this little trea- 
tiſe of the Anatomie of mans bodie , the which is onely 
grounded vpon reaſon & experience, hich are two prin- 
cipall rootes of Phiſicke and Surgerie. As it is graunted 
by Galen in his third booke De methodo medend; : and wee 
who dayly wbrke and practiſe in Surgerie, according to 
the deepenes of the Arte, aſwell in greeuous wounds, Vl- 


coers; and Fiſtules, as other hid and ſecrete diſeaſes vpon 


the bodie of man, dayly vſed by vs in Saint Bartholmewes 
Hoſpitall, and other places, &c. Thoſe poore and grieued 
creatures, aſwell men and women, as children doe knowe 
the profite of this Arte to be manifolde, and the lacke of 
the ſame to be lamented. Therefore Galen truely writeth, 
ſaying, That no man can worke ſo perfectly, as aforeſayd, 
without the knowledge of the Anatomie: For (ſaith he) it 
is as poſsible for a blind man to carue & make an Image 
perfect, as a Chirargian to worke without error in mans 
bodie not knowing the Anatomie. And further, for as 
much as your Worſhips are very carefull for thoſe poore 
and greeued creatures within the Hoſpitall of Saint Bar- 
tholmewes, & c. whereof Maiſter Vicary was a member: 
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The Epiſtle Dedicatorie. 


We are therefore now encouraged to dedicate this little 
worke of the Anatomie, being his and our trauailes, to 
you as Patrons of this Booke to defend againſt the raue- 
ning lawes of enuious Backbyters, which neuer ceale by 
all vnlawfall meanes to blemiſh and deface theworkes of 
the learned, expert, and well diſpoſed perſons. Finally, we 
doe humbly craue ofyour goodneſſes, to accept in good 
part this treatiſe concerning the Anatomie, as the fruites 
ot our ſtudies aud labours, hereby we (hall be much bet- 
ter encouraged to ſer foorth hereafter other profitable 
workes for the Common- wealth.

The firſt is, 
to knowe what thing Chirurgerie 
is: The ſecond is, how that a Chi⸗

rurgion ſhould be choſen; And the third ts, with what pꝛoper⸗ 
tie a Chirurgion ſhould be indued. 5 
The ſirſt is to knowe what thing Chirurgerie is. Verein J 
do note the ſaying of Lamfranke, whereas he ſaith: All things 
that man would knowe , may be knowne by one sf theſe ther 
things: That is to ſay. by his name, oꝛ by his wozking, oꝛ els 
by his very being and ſhewing ol his own pꝛoperties. So then 
it followeth, that in the ſame maner we may know what Chi⸗ 
rurgerie is by the things, Firſt, by his name, as thus: The 
Interpꝛeters write, chat Chirurgerie is deriued out of theſe 
woꝛdes, Apo tes chiros, cai tou ergou, that is to be vnder⸗ 
ſtanded: a hand woꝛking, and ſo it may be taken fo2 all handle 
Artes. But noble Ipocras ſayth, that 8 is hand wo2-

king in mans bodie, koꝛ the very ende and pꝛoſite ol Chirurge⸗ 
rie is hand wozking, | 

Now the ſecond manier ofknowink what thing Chir?rxe- 
rie is, it is the ſaying ol Auicen to bee knowne by his being, 
foꝛ it is verely a medicinall ſcience:and as Galen laith:he chat 
will knowethe tertamtie ok a thing, let him not buſie himſelke 
to kaawe onely the name ot that thing, but allo the woꝛking 
and the effect ofthe ſame thing. 

Nd, the third wap to knowe what thing Chirurgerie is, 
it is alſa to bee knowne by his being oꝛ declaring ok his owne 
p:oyerties,the which teacheth vs to woꝛke in mans body with 
hamdes: as thus: In cutting oꝛ opening thoſe partes that bee 
whole, and in healing thoſe partes that be bꝛoken oꝛ cut, and in 
taking away that that is ſuperfluous, as arts, Uennes, 
Sburculas, and other like. But further to declare what Galen 
ſayth Surgerie is. It is the laſt inſtrument of medicine: that 
is ta ſay, Opet, Potion, and Chirurgerie:ot the which thꝛer, 
ſaith he, Dpet is the nobleſt, and the molt vertuous. And thus 
he laith, whereas a man may bee cured with Oyet onely, let 
there be giuen no maner ol medicine. The ſecond inſtrument 
ts Potion ; foꝛ and if a man map be cured with Dyet and JIo- 
tion, let there not be miniſtred any Chirurgerie, The third and 
laſt inſtrument, is Chirurgerie, chꝛough whoſe vertue # ged⸗ 
neſſe is remaued and put away many greeuous infirmities 
and diſeaſes, which might not haue beene remoued no2 yet put 
away, neither with Opet, noꝛ with Potion, And by theſe th:ee 
meanes it is knowne what thing Chirurgerie is. And this 
ſufficeth fo2 vs foꝛ that point. Now it is knowne what thing 
Chirurgerie is, there muſt alſo be choſen a mã apt æ meete to 
miniſter Surgerie, oꝛ to be a Chirurgion , And in this poynt 


all Authoꝛs doe agrer, chat a Chirurgion ſhouldbee choſen by f 
his complexton, and that his complexion bee very temperate, 


and all his mẽbers well pꝛopoꝛtioned. Fo2 Raſis ſaith: ( Ahoſe 

face is not ſeemelp”, it is vnpoſſible foꝛ him fo2 ta haue good 
maners . And Ariſtotle the great Philoſopher wtteth in his 
: Epiſtleg

Epiſtles to the noble King Alexander ( as in thoſe Epiſlles 


moꝛe plainly doth appeare ) how he ſhan{(d choſe all ſuch per: 
ſons as ſhould ſerue him, by the kourme aa ſhape of the face, 
and all other members of che bady. And furthermore they ſap; 
he that is of an euill complexion, chere muſt nerdes follow like 
convitions, Therefore it agreeth that a Chirurgian muſt bee 
both of a god and temperate cqnp!crion, as is ataze rehear⸗ 
ſed, And pꝛincipally, that he be a god liuer, and akeeger of the 
holy Commaundements of God, of whom commcch all cun⸗ 
ning and grace, ⁊ that his bodie be not quaking, and his hands 
ſtedfaſt, his fingers long and ſmall, and nat trembling: and 
that his left hande be as readie as his right haude, with all his 
limmes able to fulfif{ the qad woꝛkes of the ſoule. Now here 
is a man meete to be made a Chirurgion. And though he haue 
alltheſe god qualities befo2e rehearſed, yet is he no god Chi⸗ 
rurgion, but a man very fit and miete therefoꝛe. Now then to 
knowe what pꝛoperties and conditions this man maſt haue 
bekoꝛe he be a perteg Chirurgion. 

And J doe nate fower things moſt ſpecially that euery Chi⸗ 
rurgion ought foꝛ to haue. The ſirſt, that he be learned. The 
ſecond, that he be expert. The third, that he be ingenious. The 
fourth, that he be well mannered, The ſirſt ( J layd) he ought 
to bee learned, and that he knowe his pꝛinciples, not onely in 
Chirurgerie, but alſo in hilicke, that he may the better de⸗ 
fend his Surgerie. Alſo he ought to be ſeene in naturall Jo hi⸗ 
loſophie, and in Grammer, that he ſpeake congruitie in Lo⸗ 
gicke, that teacheth hun to pꝛoue his pꝛopoꝛtions with gov 
reaſon, In Rhetoꝛicke, that teacheth him to ſpeake ſeemely 
and eloquently: Aiſo in Theoꝛicke, that teachech him to know 
things naturall, and not naturall, and things againſt nature, 
Alſo he muſt knowe the Anatomie: fo2 all Authors waice a⸗ 
gainſt thoſe Surgions that woꝛke in mans bodie, not kno⸗ 
wing the Anatomie: Foꝛ they be likened to a blinde man, that 
cutteth in a Uine trer, foꝛ he taketh moze oz lelle then he ought 


to doe. And here note well the ſaying of Galen the JP2ince of

Philolophers,in his Eſtoris,That it is as poſſible foꝛ a Sur: 
gion (not knowing the Anatomie) to wozbe in mans bodie 
without erroꝛ, as it is loꝛ a blinde man to carne an Image any 
make it perfect, The ſecond, J ſaid, he muſt be expert: oꝛ Ra» 
ſus ſaich, De ought co knowe and to ſte other men wozke, and 
after to haue vſe and exerciſe. The third, that he be ingenious 
dn wittie: fo? ali things belonging to Chirurgerie may not be 
wꝛitten, noꝛ with letters ſet foꝛth. The fourth, J ſayd, that he 
muſt be well mannered , and that he haue all theſe god condi⸗ 
tions here following: Firſt, that he be no Spoulebzeaker, noꝛ 
13 no D2unkarve , Fo2 the Philoſophers ſay,amongſt all other 
| + ___.. things beware of thoſe perſons that followe dzunkenneſſe, kor 
1 they be accompted fo2 no men, becauſe they liue a life beaſtiall:

| ſequeſtred from the miniſtring of medicine. Likewiſe a Chi⸗ 


trurgion muſt take heede that he deteiue no man with his vaine by 
pꝛomiſes, fo: to make of a ſmall matter a great, becauſe he = 
would be counted p moꝛe famous, And amongſt other things, 8 
they may neither bee flatterers, noꝛ mockergs, noꝛ pꝛiuie back: *

byters ok other men. Likewiſe they muſt not bee pꝛoude, noꝛ 
pꝛeſumptuous, no detracters of other men. Likewiſe they 
ought not to bee tw couetous, noꝛ no niggard, and namely a⸗ 
mongſt their friends, oꝛ men of woꝛſhip, but let them bee ho⸗ 
neſt, courteous, and free, both in woꝛde and deede , Likewiſe 
| they ſhall giue no counſell except they bee aſked, and then ſap 
\ their aduiſe by cod deliberation, and that they be well aduiſed 
afoꝛe they ſpeake, chieſſy in the p2eſence of wiſe men. Lckewiſe 
they muſt be as pꝛiuie and as ſecrete as any Conkeſſour, of all 
things that they alt either heare oꝛ ſee in the houſe of their 
Patient, They ſhall not take into their cure any maner of per: 
ſon, extept he will bee obedient vnto their pꝛecepts: fo2 he can 
not be called a atient, vnleſſe he be a fufferer , Alſo that they 
doe their diligence aſwell to the pwꝛe as to the rich. They ſhall 
1 neuer diſcomloꝛt their Patient, and ſhall tommaund all that be 
if about him that they doe the ſame, but to his friendes ſpeake 
- trueth 
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trueth as the caſe ſtandeth They muſt alla bee balde in thoſe 
things wherok they be certaine and as dꝛeadlull in al perilles. 
They map not chide with the ſicke, but bee alwates pleaſuur t 
and merrie. They mult not couet any woman by way of vila⸗ 
nie, and ſpecially in the houſe of their Patient, They ſhall not 
fo2 couetouſneſle of money take in hande thoſe tures that bre 
'pncurable, noꝛ neuer ſet any certaine day of the Sick- mans 
health, fo2 it lyeth not in their power: following the diſtin 
counſaile of Galen, in the amphoꝛiſme of Ipocras, ſaping: O- 
portet ſeipſum non ſolum. By this Galen meaneth, that ta 
the cure of euery ſoꝛe there belongeth tower things: ot which, 


the firſt and pꝛincipall belongeth to SDD: the ſeconde ta the 


Surgion:the third ta the Medicine: and the fourth to the J9a- 
tient. Df the which kower and if any one doe falle, the atient 
cannot be healed:then they, to whom belongeth but the fourth 
part, hal not pꝛomile p whole, but be firſt well adꝛuſed. They 


muſt alſo bee graciaus and god to the poꝛe, and ol the rich Pp 


take liberally foꝛ both , And ſee they neuer pꝛaiſe themſelucs, 
ku that repoundeth moꝛe to their ſhame and diſcredit , then to 
their fame and wozſhip . Fo2 a cunning and { kilfull Chirur⸗ 
gion neede neuer vaunt ofhis doings, fo2 his wozks will euer 
get credite enough. Likewiſe that chey deſpiſe no other Chi: 
rurgion without a great cauſe:toꝛ it is meete that one Chirur⸗ 
gion ſhould loue an other, qs Chꝛiſt louech vs all. And in thus 
doing they ſhall increaſe both in vertue and cunning, to the ha⸗ 
nour of God and woꝛldly fame, To whom he bꝛing vs all, A- 
ds.

together. The cauſe why he is flerible and inſenſible is this: 
Ik it had beene ſenſible , he might not haue ſuffered the labour 
and mouing ok the Joynts: andaf it had not bene flexible of his 
bowing, 
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bowing, one limme ſhould not haue moned without an other. 
The ſeconde pꝛoltte is, that he be ioyned with linewes, foꝛ to 
make Codes and B12wnes: The third heipe is, that he hec a 
reſting place to ſome Dinewes: The fourth pꝛoliteis, that by 
him the members that be within the badie be ſuſteyned, as che 
Matrix and Kidneys, and diners other, xc. 

The Sinewe is a conſimiler member, ſimple and ſperma⸗ 
ticke, meane betweene hard and ſoft, and in complexion code 
and dꝛie, and he is bath flexible and ſenſible, ſcrong and tough, 
hauing his beginning from p bꝛaine, oz from Mynuca, which 
is the Martowe ok the backe. And from the Bzaine cemmeth 
ſeuen payꝛe of Merues ſenſatiues, and from Mynuca com: 
meth thirtie payꝛe of Nerues motius, and one that is by him 
ſelk, that ſpꝛingeth ol the laſt ſpondell. All theſe Sinewes haue 
boch feeling and mouing, in ſome moꝛe and in ſome leſſe. ec, 

A Coꝛde o2 Tendon is a conſtmple oꝛ officiall member, 
epounde and ſpermaticke, ſpnowy, ſtrong, and tough, meane⸗ 
ly betweene hardnes and ſoſtneſſe, and meanly ſenſible any 
flexible, and in complerion cold & dꝛy. And the Coꝛde 02 Ten⸗ 
donſis thus made: The ſynewes that come from the bꝛaine and 
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from Mynuca, and goe to moue the members, is intermingled . 


with the Lygamentes, # when the ſpnewes and Lygamentes 


are intermingled together, then is made a Coꝛde. And thꝛee 
cauſes J perceiue why the Coꝛdes were made: The firſt ts, 
that the Spnewe alone is fo ſenſtble that hee may not ſuffer 
the great labour and trauell of mouing, without the fellowthip 
and ſtrength ofthe Lygament that is inſenſible, and that let⸗ 
tethy his greate feeling , and bzingeth him ts a perfect tempe⸗

- The Ueyneis a ſimple member, in complexion cold and 
dꝛye, and ſpermaticke, like to the Artere,hauing his beginning 
fromthe Lyuer, and bzinging from the Liuer nutritiue blod, 
to nouriſh euery member of the body with. And it is ſo to bee 
vnderſtauded that there is no moꝛe difference betweene theſe

The Anatomie of the 


Face. 


HE Front o) the Foꝛhed contafneth nothing but the 
Skinne and Wulculus fleſh, foꝛ the panicle vnderneath 
it is of Pericranium, and the bone is of the Coꝛonall 
bone. Howbeit there it is made bꝛoad as if there were a double 
bont, which maketh the foꝛme ofthe Bꝛowes. It is called the 
Foꝛhed oꝛ Front from one eare to the other, ⁊ from the rotes 


ol che eares ofthe head betoꝛe vnto the bꝛowes. But the cauſe 


why the bꝛowes were let and reared vp, was, that they ſhauld 
defende the Eyes from noyance withoutkooꝛch: And they be 
oꝛdained with hayꝛe to put hy the humour oꝛ ſweate that com⸗ 
meth from the head. Alſo p Bꝛowes doe helpe the Cyeliddes, 
and doe beautiſte and make faire the face, ſor he that hath not 


his Bꝛowes heyded, is not ſcentcly,And Ariſtotle ſayeth, chat 


over meaſurable Bꝛowes betokeneth an emmous many, Allo 
high browes and thicke betokenech hardneſſe: and Bowes 


with litle hayꝛe betokeneth cowardneſſe:and meanly ſicgniſteth 


gentleneſſe of heart. Inciſions about theſe partes ought tu be 
done accoꝛding to the length of the bodie, fox there the Muſcle 
goeth from one Eare to the other , And there if any intiſtou 
Houlde be made with the length of the Muſtle, it might hap- 


pen the Bꝛowe to hang ouer the Eye without remedie, as it is 


many times ſeene, the moꝛe pitie. The Bꝛowes be called Su- 


percilium in Latine, and vnder is the eyelids, which is called 
Cilium, and is garniſhed with hairs, Two cauſes J find why 


the eyelids wer oꝛdained:the firſt is, that ould keepe and 
defend the Eye from duſt and other — — -the 
ſecond is, when the eye is weary o2 heauie, then they ſhould be 
couered and take reſt vnderneath them. Why the haires were 
oꝛdained in them, is, that by them is addꝛeſled the foꝛmes oꝛ 

ſimilitudes 


finilitudes of viſible things vnto the apple af the eye. The: 
tate is a member ſeemely and gryſtly,, able to be folden with-- 

out, and is the oꝛgaine oꝛ inſtrument of hearing: Jt is of com. 
plexion colde and dꝛye. But why the eare was ſet vp out of the 

head, is this, that the ſoundes that be very fugitiue, ſhould 
lurke and abide vnder his ſhadowe, till it were taken of the in⸗ 
ſtrumentes al hearing: Another cauſe is, that tt ſhould keepe 

the hole that it ſtandeth auer from things falling in that might 
binder the hearing. The ſynewes that are the Oꝛgaynes oꝛ 
Inſtrumentes ot heating, ſpzing each from the Bzapne, from 
whence the ſeuen papze ol ſynewes doe ſpziug, and when they 
tome ta the hole of the Care, there they wꝛith like a{Uine- 
p2elſe: ; at the ends of them there be icke the head of a woꝛme, 

92 like a little teate, in which is received the ſounde, and ſo ta _ | 
ried to the cõmon wits. -The Eyes be next of nature vnto the 
foule:foz inthe Eye is ſeene and knowen the diſturbances and 
griefes, gladneſſe and ioyes of the Soule, as loue, wzath, and 

otherpalſions , The Eyes be the inſtruments of ſight. Aus 
chey be campounde and made of ten thinges:that is to ſane, ak 
leuen Tunicles oz Cotes, and at the humours. Of the which 
(ſayth Galen) the Bꝛayne & the heap were made foꝛ the Eye, 
that they might be in the hygheſt place , as a beholder in a to⸗ 
we, as it was rehearſed in the Anatomie of the head. But 
diuers men hould divers opinions of the Anatomie of the 
Eyes: fo2 fome men account hut thzee tunicles and ſome ſixe. 
But in concluſion chey meane alone thing: Fo2 the vety truth 
is, that there be counted and reckoned ſeuen Tunitles, that iss 
to ſau, Sclirotica, Secondina, Retyna, Vnia, Cornua, Arania, 


aud Coniunctiua: and theſe dee humours , Chat is to ſa . 


humor vitrus, humor Albigynus, and humor Cry ſtallinus. 
It is to be knomen how and after: that manner they ſpzing: 
You ſhall vnderſtande that there ſpꝛingeth of the hayny ſub · 
ſtance ot his fozemoſt Uentrikles, two ſenewes, the one from 
the right ſide, and the other from the left, and they be called che 


firſt payꝛe, fo2 in the Anatomie they be the ſirſte payze of ii:

of whoſe ſubſtance hee taketh a Pannicle'o2 à Cote: and the 
cauſe why hee taketh that Pannitle ts to keepe him from nop-. 
ing, aud befoze they enter into che ſkull, they meete and are 
vmited into one ſinewe the length of halle an inche: and then 
they departe againe into two, aud orhe goech intu gue exe, en⸗ 
tring —— dayue paune, and theſe ſinewes bee called 


fopned in one befoꝛe they paſſe into the Eye: F irſt, if it happen 
any diſeaſes in one epe; the other ould receiue all the viſtble 
ſpirite that befoze came to both: The ſecond is, that all things 
that wee ſee ſhoulde not ſeeme two: fo2 if they had not beene 
ioyned together, every thing ſhould haue ſeemed two, as it 
doth to a wozme.and to other beaſtes: The third is, that the 
Sinewe might ſtay and helpe the other. But hereupon Lam- 
franke actoꝛdeth much, ſaying, that theſe two Sinewes come 


together to the Eyes , and take a Pannicle both of Piamater 


and of Duramater , and when they enter into the Oꝛbit ofthe 
Eye, there the extremities are ſpꝛead abꝛoade, the which are 
made of ther ſubſtancss:that is co ſap,of Duramater, of Pia⸗ 
mater, and of Nerui optici. There bee engendꝛed the Tu⸗ 
© nikles02 Cotes:as thus: Of the ſubſtance that is taken from 
Duramater is ingendꝛed the firſt Cote that is called Secon= 
dina: and of Nerui optici is engendzed the third Cote that is 
talled Retina: and tach of them is moꝛe ſubtiller then other, 
and cqerh about the humours without meane. And it is to bee 
vnderſted, chat each of theſe thꝛer Tunckles be deuided. and ſo

the lightlieygaſſe though him from the bꝛayne. And he goeth 


about the Chꝛiſtaline humour, vntil he meete with Albuginus 


humour, which is ſet in the vttermoſt part ofthe Eye. And in 
the middeſt of theſe humours Uitrus, and Albuginus , is ſet 


the Chyiſtaline humour, in which is ſet pꝛincipally the ſight of | 


the Eye. And theſe humours bee ſeparated and inuolued with 
the Pannicles afozeſaidzbetweene every Humour a Panincle; - 


And thus is the Eye compound and made. But to fpeake of e-
